RED TAPE THROTTLED
EARLY TRANSIT PLAN,
TAYLOR CLERKS FIND

August Belmont Tried to Give
City High Speed 24 Years
Ago, But Quit in
Disgust

BEGAN FRANKFORD LINE

Tired of Fighting Obstructionists and
Sold Structure for Scrap—Tay-
lor Won Struggle

Clarks In the Department of Clty Tran-
it today discovered that when ground
is broken for the consiruction of the
Frankford elevated on September 13 Fhil-
ndelphia for the second time will witness
the beginning of w high-speed line to the
northeastern section of the clty.

Perhaps not one out of a hundred Phil-
adelphians remembers It, but an elevated
passenger rallrond to Kensington and
Frankford oncs before was planned and
authorized by Couvucila and construction
was begun, This happened just 20 years
ago. The old records were found today.

The promoter was August Belmont, of
New York, and the company he organ-
ized to finance the project was called the
Northeastern Elevated Rallway Com-
pany. Almost half a block of the super-
structure had been placed in position on
the proposed line when the then-existing
surface llnes obiained an Injunction to
stop the work.

QUIT IN DISGUST.

After fighting the court Injunction Mr,
Belmont beoame disgusted with the legal
red tape and abandoned the project. The
steel framework was allowed to stand, for
tho time as a monument, some sald, *'to
Philadelphin's unprogressiveness.” Thres
years Inter It was sold for scrap.

The foundations and supports for the
steel framework of the elevated road had
been completed from Front and Market
gtreets as far north as Berks street when
the fnjunction became effective. The steel
framework, however, had been completed
only between Market and Arch strects on
Front streel.

Mr. Helmont's company was organized
In 1340, Early In 15861 the necessary ordi-
nances were introduced In Councils to
authorise the project and to fix the terma
of the agreement between the city and
thoe Northeastern Elevated Rallway Com-
pany, The enabling ordinance wis slgned
on June 24, 1881, by Mayor Edwin B
Bluart.

According to the ordinance, the ele-
vated structure was to start at Pollock
sireot (% blocks south of Market sirest),
run norih on Front strect to Amber
utrect, on Amber to Lehigh avenus, on
Lehigh avenue to Kenslngton avenue, on
Fenuington avenus 1o Tusculum sireet,
on Tusculum street to Hutler and Mascher
streets and thenee to Chelten avenue and
the county line,

TWO BPURS PLANNED

Two spurs were also to be run from
the main structure; one from Lehigh ave-
nue and Emerald street to Emerald and
Erie avenue, and the other to Tacony
and Holmesburg., Acocording to the Lerms
of the contract trains were to be run all
night. From 6 w. m. untll 8 o m and
from &p. m. until 7200 p. m. the fare for
a pussengor riding the full distance wis
to be § cents; at all other times It was
to be 10 cents. ‘The stations on the strue-
ture were to be at half-mile Intervals,
The tralne were to be drawn by steam
locomotives, as electric power was not
then usod to operate triains

From the time the project was aban-
doned untli Director Taylor announced
hin program for a comprehensive high-
apeéed transit syatem, aboul LwWo yeurs ago,
various organizations In the Northwest
renewed from thme to time the apgitation
for better transit facilities. Held back on
one side by the direct opposition of the
existing msurface lines and on the other
by the indifference of Councile, they madg
virtuglly no progress untll Taylor becams
Director of City Transit, On account of
this long Nght Beptember 13 will be & day
of conslderable jubllation in the North-
anst.
